The  Council  considered  it's  future  housing  programe  at  great  length, 
regard  being  paid  to  the  needs  of  the  district  generally.,  One  of  the 
main  considerations  of  which  account  had  to  be  taken  was  the  high  rents 
that  tenants  would  be  required  to  pay.  After  lengthy  deliberation  the 
Council  agreed  to  proceed  as  follows,  in  addition  to  the  above.

Continuous  progress  is  still  apparent  in  the  private  sector, 

1§4  houses  having  been  completed  during  the  year  and  a further  89 
houses  were  under  construction  at  31st  December  1969. 


Housing  Improvements 

The  Council  considered  and  approved  a total  of  31  applications 
for  Standard  Grants  and  24  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  - 
a. t Cite?,  of  33.  These  figures  show  a marked  reduction  in  the  total 
figure  of  99  for  the  year  1968.  It  would  appear  that  the  main  reason 
for  this  decrease  was  the  possibility  of  higher  grant  aid  u&der  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1969  which  came  into  force  during  August 
1969.  It  is  hoped  that  the  benefits  of  this  Act  will  be  reflected 
in  the  number  of  applications  submitted  by  the  owners  of  older  type 
houses  during  1970.

Supplies  other  than  County  Mains 

A total  of  21  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Conway,  for  bacteriological  examination,  10  were  reported 
as  satisfactory  and  11  as  unsatisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  adverse 
reports  are  received,  occupiers  are  advised  to  either  boil  or  chlorinate 
the  water  before  using  for  human  consumption  and  domestic  use. 

Mains  ..'Water  Supply 


The  Anglesey  County  Council  are  the  Iriiater  authority  and  I am 
indebted  to  the  County  Water  Engineer  for  the  following  information. 

(a)  Quality  - 189  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
of  which  175  were  of  Class  \ standard* 

Quantity  - For  short  periods  at  times  of  peak  demand, interruptions 
occured  in  supplies  to  the  villages  of  Brynsiencyn,  Llangaffo,  part  of 
Newborough,  upper  Llanfair  and  upper  Star  areas.  Otherwise  adequate 
supplies  were  maintained  to  all  consumers. 

(b)  Where  bacteriological  samples  proved  unsatisfactory  the  water  mains 
in  the  area  were  sterilised  and  re-sampled. 

(c)  Additional  houses  connected  during  1969  numbered  1 74- 

Statistics  in  users  of  stand-pipes  are  unreliable  but  the  number 
of  premises  authorised  is  40 

(d)  Flour ide  content  - One  part  per  million. 

Water  Supply  - General  Observations. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1969  a considerable  improvement  was  noted 
in  the  supply  to  some  of  the  parishes  in  the  Western  part  of  the  District. 
In  previous  years  Llangaffo,  Newborough  and  Brynsiencyn  appeared  to  be 
subject  to  intermitent  lack:  of  pressure  but  it  appears  that  this  has  now 
been  rectified. 

' At  the  end  of  1968  the  'number  of  premises  provided  with  a mains  supply 
was  3398,  with  174  additional  connections  made  in  1969.  The  number  .of 
premises  on  a mains  supply;’ not  totals  3572.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

There  was  only'  one  addition  to  the  46  premises  registered  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  Ice  Cream,  Food  premises  generally  are  maintained 
in  a satisfactory  condition.. 


POULTRY  ESTABLISHMENTS 

During  the  year  the  Anglesey  County  Council  considered  a proposal 
for  the  establishment  within  the  County  of  a large  number  of  poultry 
rearing  units,  flock  farms  and  a processing  plant.  This  plant  will 
be  built  within  the  Llangefni  Urban  District  and  the  scheme  provides 
that  rearing  units  ;or  flock  farms-  will  be  erected  on’ selected  sites 
throughout  the  County.  „ ■ • 

Units  are  proposed  for  erection  in  the  parishes  of  Penmynydd, 
Llanddaniel,  Llansadwrn,  Newborough,  Trefdraeth  and  Llangrist  iolus. 

As  the  project  is  one  of  considerable  magnitude  its  establishment 
will  be  observed  with  interest  from  a -public  health  aspect  and  an  assurance 
has  been  given  by  the  developers  that  there  will  be  full  cooperation  with 
local  authorities.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A weekly  collection  service  continues  to  operate  throughout  the 
District  with  disposal  arrangements  still  continuing  at  Porthamel. 

During  the  year  agreement  was  reached  between  the  Council,  the 
Borough  of  Beaumaris  and  the  Urban  District  of  Menai  Bridge  for  the 
joint  use  of  land  at  Penhesgyn  as  a controlled  tip. 

Extensive  approach  roadworks  are  in  progress  and  nearing 
compition  and  the  new  Tip  at  Penhesgyn  is  expected  to  be  operating 
at  the  1st  April,  1970. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  public  conveniences  at  Llanddona  Beach  and  in  tlhe  village 
of  Pentraeth  were  completed  during  the  year.  Proposals  for  the 
provision  of  similar  facilities  at  Bewborough  are.  well  advanced 
and  should  be  completed  during  1970. 


DRAINAGE  SEWaGE  disposal 


Llanddamel/Gaerwen 

'This  scheme  which  proviaes  for  a new  sewerage  system  in 
Llanddaniel,-  certain  modification  of  the  existing  sewers  in 
Gaerwen  has  now  received  the  approval  of  the  Welsh  Office  and 
it  is  expected  that  work  will  commence  in  the  Spring  of  1970. 


Llarif alrpwll 

Some  modification  of  the  existing  sewers  was  permitted  in  order 
to  meet  the  extensive  development  taking  place  in  this  village  and 
the  Welsh  Office’s  consent  has  been  obtained  to  complete  the  Council's 
proposed  scheme  including  a new  treatment  plant  at  Pwllfanog.
